[Detailed Description of the Invention]

[Industrial Application] and also this invention does not have an account in a self-bank in procedure, such as new dealings of a 
financial institution etc., -- him, the dealings person of a bank, — him who made it possible to perform a he check about a 
symptom, without making a user especially conscious using the card of other banks ~ it is related with a symptom 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Another bank dealings person can conduct now usual dealings of payment, inquiries for the 
balances, etc. using the card of other banks by the card dealings which used the Consumer Transaction Facility in financial 
institutions, such as a bank, having become common, and connecting between each bank by the communication line recently, that 
is, if a user inputs a personal identification number in case payment or inquiiy-for-the-balances dealings is conducted, a personal 
identification number will be added to dealings wording of a telegram, and it will transmit to the central apparatus of other banks 
through the central apparatus and communication line of a self-bank — having — the central apparatus of these other banks — him, 
a card user, it checks (personal identification number check) and the check result is returned in a reverse path 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] With the above-mentioned conventional technology, although it is satisfactory in case 
another bank dealings person conducts usual dealings of payment, inquiries for the balances, etc. in a self-bank using the card of 
other banks since transmitting a personal identification number between the central apparatus of a bank was not performed 
conventionally, therefore a he check was not able to be performed, when new dealings of the account transfer to the new partner 
point etc. were conducted — such him - the new dealings which need a check were not able to be supported the problem of the 
above [ the purpose of this invention ] - solving ~ quick - and him - without it makes it conscious [ checked ] - moreover, 
special him -- him by the check means, for example, a painfings-and-calligraphic-works camera, - without it establishes 
meanses, such as transmission of written confirmations, - him, an other bank dealings person, - it is in making it possible to 
check, extending the dealings which can be supported by the Consumer Transaction Facility, and enabling it to expand the width 
of face of dealings of an other bank dealings

[Means for Solving the Problem] In the system which consists of central apparatus (2 3) of a self-bank and other banks, and a 
Consumer Transaction Facility (1) connected to the aforementioned central apparatus with the communication line (4) which 
connects them in order that this invention may attain the above-mentioned purpose a Consumer Transaction Facility — him, if 
another bank card is inserted and a personal identification number is inputted, when conducting the new dealings which need a 
check After transmitting the personal identification number inputted as inquiry-for-the-balances wording of a telegram to the 
central apparatus of other banks through the central apparatus and communication line of a self-bank and checking this personal 
identification number by the central apparatus of other banks, the check result was again returned to the Consumer Transaction 
Facility through the central apparatus of a communication line and a self-bank.

[Example] him of the following and this invention — the example of a symptom is explained in detail using drawing 1 - drawing 3 
drawing 1 and drawing 2 - respectively — him of this invenfion — they are the whole system example of composition and which 
applies a symptom, and the example of an internal configuration of a Consumer Transaction Facility ]n di'awing 1 and drawing 2 , 
1 is a Consumer Transaction Facility and 2 is central apparatus. Display and the input means 6 of inputting required information 
when Consumer Transaction Facility 1 has the display equipped with the touch panel and an operator does the depression of the 
touch panel according to the guidance display of a display. It consists of the card I/O section 7 which performs the reading writing 
of a magnetic card, the printing section 8, the cash I/O section 9, the communications control section 10, and the main-control 
section 5 that manages the motion control of these whole, and connects with central apparatus 2 through the communications . 
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control section 10. Furthermore, central apparatus 2 are connected with the central apparatus 3 of other banks through the 
communication line 4. 

[0007] drawing 3 him of this invention - it is a flow chart for explaining a symptom hi the new dealings (for example, new 
account transfer) which needs a he check If another bank card is inserted (Step 301), with equipment, card lead checks, such as a 
fmancial institution number, will be performed (Step 302). Then, after it urges the input of a personal identification number and a 
user inputs a personal identification number (Step 303), A card is not a self-bank card as a result of a card lead check (Step 304; 
NO). When it is another bank card (Step 305; YES), the same inquiry-for-the-balances wording of a telegram as the usual 
inquiiy-for-the-balances dealings is transmitted to the other bank central apparatus 3 via the self-bank central apparatus 2 (Step 
306). Inquiry-for-the-balances wording of a telegram was received, and also in the bank central apparatus 3, if a personal 
identification number check is performed like the usual inquiry-for-the-balances wording of a telegram and a personal 
identification number is in agreement, permission reply wording of a telegram will be transmitted to Consumer Transaction 
Facility 1 of a self-bank (Step 307). in Consumer Transaction Facility 1 of a self-bank, permission reply wording of a telegram 
has been transmitted - him, a user, — a check judges that it was "O.K." and progresses to the next processing 
[0008] In addition, the usual dealings are conducted when it is a self-bank card in the judgment of Step 304. When it is not 
another bank card in a judgment at Step 305, either, (namely, when it is not a self-bank card, either and is not another bank card, 
either) For example, another processing by indicating "this card is not a bank card" etc. is performed, when permission reply 
wording of a telegram is unreceivable by judgment at Step 307, it judges that the he check went wrong (personal identification 
numbers differ), and required processing is performed. In addition, although the he check made account transfer the example as 
required new dealings in the explanation mentioned above, not only this but a he check can apply to all required dealings.

ABSTRACT: 

Certain steps should be taken in order to reduce bad-check losses to a 
minimum. When a personal check is written by a customer, identification 
should be asked for. Because a certified check is guaranteed by the 
bank that funds are 'available , it is the safest. When accepting a payroll 
check, make sure it was written by a reputable firm and when a traveler's 
check is used, make sure the customer signs it in your presence a second 
time, then compare the 2 signatures before accepting it. Because government 
checks often are stolen, be aware of forgers and always ask for 
identification. The other type of checks include a blank check, a 
third-party check and a money order. Other precautions to take when 
checking the check and a routine check-cashing policy are discussed.

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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To Speedily identify a customer of a different bank in a new transaction 
with him neither making him conscious of being identified, nor providing a special 
identification means. 

CONSTITUTION: A system consists of the central devices 2 and 3 of its own bank and 
another bank. A communication line 4 connecting them, and an automatic transaction 
device 1 connected to the central devices. When an other bank card is inserted and a 
personal identification number is inputted at the time of executing new transaction 
which requires the identification of the person with the automatic transaction 
device 1, a balance collation telegram and the inputted personal identification 
number are transmitted to the central device 3 of the other bank through the central 
device 2 and the communication line. The personal identification number is confirmed 
by the center device of the other bank and a confirmed result is returned again to 
the automatic transaction device 1 through the communication line 4 and the center 
device 2 of its own bank. 
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
